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SENATOR MOORE: Mr. Speaker, members of the b o dy, I rise to
oppose Senator Miller's motion and rise to encourage the body to
sustain Governor Orr's v e to . Like Sena tor Abboud has just
stated, passage of this bill will cause none of the offices to
remain open. Now I rise to sustain the Governor's veto even
though my name was an original introducer on LB 392. The reason
my name was on that bill, as I have stated a number of times, is
that we cannot cut back on government at the expense of rural
Nebraska. I had a n amendment brought to you in good faith to
direct the Department of Social Services to keep those o ffices
open which t his body voted down. What we now have is a bill
that will reinstate money in the budget, yet does not accomplish
my goal of keeping the offices open. In my own opinion I think
the Department of Social Services could sustain this cut, but
they should still keep those offices open. Becau se of that,
because this bi l l no longer accomplishes what I think, what I
contended it to do, I support the Governor's veto and e ncourage
the body to defeat Senator Miller's motion.

SPEAKER BARRETT: Tha n k y o u . Sen at or War n e r , p l e as e .

SENATOR WARNER: Mr. President, members of the Legislature, I do
not intend t o ma k e a lot of remar ks. I think everybody
understands the issue. The only thing that has happened that is
new that I am aware o f since t he passage of this bill is
yesterday we rec eived no tice from the Department of Social
Services that their deficit r e quest w o uld be incr eased by
another 3.1 million which is in two areas. It is in Medicaid
and child welfare and I only bring that information because the
deficit from 1 8.. .we w ere dea linq w i th an 18 mi llion in
requests. Obviously not all of those will be approved but th is
does increase the difficulty that we' ll have as the session goes
along. So I ju st bring that to you as additional information.
Obviously this 100,000 or some other 100,000 doesn't make that
much difference. I assume that it needs to be annualized so it
would be 200,000 next year and the following year, but per haps
you would want to know tha t we do have more deficits coming
so. . .over which we have no control because they are en titlement
programs.

SPEAKER BARRETT: Thank you . Senator Hall. Sena tor Hall,
p lease .
